Bank of Cedarville, has gone, his where- 
abouts is unknown, and the condition of 
the bank is not very clear. 

Clemens left Friday evening late, on his 
bicycle, giving the impression to those who 
saw him leaving that he was just going 
for a little spin in the direction of Xenla, 
which was not unusual. 

He left a note, which was put in the post- 
office, addressed to his wife, to the effect 
that he had gone to Mexico and had taken 
$1,000 of the bank’s funds. 

Mrs. Clemens did not get the note from her 
husband until Saturday morning, when she 
at once informed George W. Harper, Presi- 
dent of the bank, of its contents. The bank 
was not opened on Saturday and the books 
were not touched until yesterday, when only 
a partial investigation was made. 

Mr. Harper estimates the shortage at about 
$1,000. 

There is considerable mystery surrounding 
Clemens’ departure. He is a stockholder in 
the bank to the amount of $3,000 and owns 
some little property in town and in Greene 
County. He has always appeared to be rea- 
sonably well-to-do, and has had no bad 
habits, it is said.

CALIFORNIA’S IRRIGATION BONDS, 


Constitutional Case Involving Millions 
Before the Supreme Court. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[{Special.]— 
One of the most important cases for decision 
by the United States Supreme Court is the 
California irrigation case, which ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison argued in March last. This 
case involves the constitutionality of the 
Wright irrigation act, on which bonds

VIEWS OF AMBASSADOR BAYARD. 


He Oppeses the Pepocrat Ticket and 
Favors Palmer and Buckner. 

Wilmington, Del., Oct. 12.—In a letter to 
Samuel Bancroft Jr., editor of Every Even- 
ing, Thomas F. Bayard, United States Am-. 
bassador to Great Britain, has repudiated 
the platform and nominees of the Demo- 
cratic National convention held at Chicago, 
and advises constitutiona] Democrats to 
yote at the approaching election for Palmer 
and Buckner. The letter is dated at London, 
Sept. 30. It is in part as follows: 

‘*Tt seems scarcely possible that any one 
could be in doubt in relation to my personal 
epinion upon the very serious issue now 
placed before our countrymen by the ma- 
chinery of the several political organiza- 
tions. When a citizen professing himself to 
be a Democrat is called’ upon by many or 
by few to yield his convictions and assent 
to the doctrine that Congress has the power 
and can rightfully exercise it by its legis- 
lative flat to create values, and regardless 
of their intrinsic or commercial value to in- 
vest one or other of the earth's metals with 
an arbitrary power as money and override 
and alter, at legislative will or caprice, the 
ratio of the exchangeability of such metal, 
regardless of the impairment of the obliga- 
tion of contracts, his answer should be that 
such a claim of power is not consistent with 
a government of limited powers, as defined 
by our Constitution, but contains the quint- 
essence of tyranny, dishonesty, and abso- 
luteism, and is destructive of that morality 
which is eseential to the peace and stability 
of civilized society. It is, in plain words 
a proposition to destroy the institution of 
property and break down every legal de- 
fense for its protection. This one question, 
and it is answered sufficiently, justifies the 
prompt and absolute refusal of a constitu- 
tional Democrat to support. in any degree, 
the nominees of the Chicago convention, 
Bryan and Sewall, and the preposterous 
claims of legislative power contained in their 
platform, under wiiich the credit of the Na- 
tion and the peace and order of society 
would perish.

St. Paul, Minn,, Oct. 12.—After resting dur- 


ing the earlier part of the day and greeting 
a few local politicians who called to gee 
him, Mr. Bryan left at 8 o'clock by special 
car for Minneapolls. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 12.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan came from 8t. Paul to her sis- 
ter city this afternoon, and Minneapolis re- 
ceived him witha whoop. Part of his friends 
had gone over to see him, and the balance 
were awaiting his arrival, when the special 
trolley car bear him and his party came 
to a stop tn front of the Hotel West. 

He spoke to four big meetings tonight in 
these places: Exposition Hall, Bridge square, 
on the banks of the Mississippi River just 
outside the hall; Lyceum Theater, to an 
audience of women, and Yale place, a public 
square in the city. . 

Ex-Mayor Philip B. Winston presided over 
the Exposition Hall meeting, and after the 
demonstration which welcomed the candi- 
date had subsided he introduced E. C. 
Marchard, who on behalf of “a iarge part 
of the laboring class of Minneapolis’ pre- 
sented Mr. Bryan an inkstand made, so the 
speaker said, of gold and silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1. This brought an outburst of ap- 
rlause. 

Mr. Bryan said: ‘‘ I would not favor the 
free coinage of silver did I not believe that 
it would be for the best interests of those 
who toll in this country. {Applause.] I 
have not belonged to that class known as 
workingmen, because my profession has 
been that of a lawyer, but I have been taught 
to believe that the legal profession must 
have something to rest upon as & foundation. 
Lawyers do not produce wealth. Unless 
there is wealth produced a lawyer will suffer, 
and I have béen brought up to believe that 
all the classes which rest upon the producers 
of wealth can only prosper when the pro- 
ducers of Wealth are prosperous. And, there- 
fore, I am not entirely.unselfish when I de- 
sire such legislation as will enable them to 
have more than enough to eat and drink. 
I want them to have enough to be comfort- 
able, because until they produce there is 
nothing to distribute, and if they simply 
produce without enjoying, you discourage 
the production of wealth so they will cease 
to produce. 

Didn’t Write the Editorial. 


“T am informed that the Republicans 
have circulated in this city an editorial 
which was once published itn the Omaha 
World-Herald. [Cries of “ They have.”] 
I was editor of the Omaha World-Herald 
for two years, but my editorial work began 
about two years after the publication of 
that editorial which has been circulated. 
[Applause and cries of ‘Another one 
nailed.”}] And those who are circulating 
that editorial know that I am not responsi- 
ble for it; that it was published before I 
was at all connected with the paper; and 
those who have circulated it have had rea- 
son to know that they are charging me with 
that for which I was not responsible.

sional! life which ey can use. 

‘‘Laboring men. I want to ask you why 
it is that every goldbug says you are selfish 
and that you are interested by selfieh con- 
siderations, while every goldbug pretends 
to be a philanthropist and simply. loves hon- 
est money because it will help our people. 
I want to know why it is that these goldbugs 
are so pure that everybody else will be in- 
fluenced by their own interest and so pos- 
itive that personal interests cannot affect 
them. Why is it, my friends? T will teli 
you why. If a man believes a thing is good 
for himself and also good for others, he will 
admit it is good for himeelf. If he thinks a 
thing is good for h‘mself and bad for others 
he will never admit it is good for himself. 
Now that fs a rule that I will lay down and 
you can examine it and apply it to everv- 
day life, and you will find that men nevcr 
deny that.a thing is good for them if they 
also believe it is good for others. It is only 
when they believe that they prosper by 
others’ adversity that you hear them stand- 
ing up and denying that they have any 
pecuniary benefit in it. 


For the Laboring Man. 


‘You ask one of these greatTinancier?# 
why he ts in favor of the gold standard. 
Does he give as the reason that it is good 
for him? You never heard one of them say 
it. What is it they say? Why, some of 
them say that free coinage will be good for 
them, and that they do not want anything 
good for them. They say they want a gold 
standard because it is a good thing for the 
laboring-man. Yes, my friends, those finan- 
chers are s0 worried about the laboring- 
man’s interests that when one of them gets 
sick and goes to a physician and says he 
cannot sleep, the physician doesn’t ask what 
is the matter, but just says he must quit 
worrying about the laboring-man. 

‘*] got into town late this afternoon and 
I received through the mall an extract from 
a speech which Senator Washburn of your 
city delivered in the Senate of the United 
States on the llth day of July, 1892. I have 
not had time to compare this speech with 
the record, and I tell you so, my friends, be- 
cause I do not use authorities without com- 
paring them and being sure. If what I 
quote should not be Mr. Washburn’s speech, 
then I ask to withdraw it entirely and not to 
consider it in connection with what I have 
said. In this extract which has been sent 
to me I find that Mr. Washburn gives the 
price of wheat beginning with 1865 and run- 
ning down to 1890, and that he uses these 
words:

Gold 
is still leaving this country, and there 
is but little left in support of general busi- 
ness, and I think there is a general disap- 
pointment that with the tariff of 1890 we do 
not see better times.’ 

‘‘Now then, my friends, there is this Sen- 
ator expressing his alarm that all the coun- 
try is owned by only 86,000 persons, and these 
millionaires have neither created nor earned 
their wealth, and that the royal, road to 
wealth has been through illegitimate specu- 
lations. stock and grain gambling, railroad 
wrecking, and trusts, and the whole volume 
of iniquities that have developed in the ne- 
farious methods of the stock exchanges in 
this country. Ought the Senator be sur- 
prised if we are alarmed at the same thing 
which scared him four years ago? | 


Platform of 1892. 


“The Repubilcan platform which was 
adopted in this hall four years ago begins 
the money plank in this way: ‘ The Ameri- 
can people from tradition and interest favor 
bimetallism.’ Do traditions change in four 
years? No, my friends, you can’t change 
tradisions in that time. Do the interests of 
the people change in four years?

TEN THOUSAND HEAR GOY. ALTGELD. 


Enthusiastic Mass-Meeting Is Held af 
| CMuton, Il. 

Clinton, Ill, Oct. ‘12.—{Special.J—One of 
the greatest mass-meetings in‘ the history 
of De Witt County occurred here today. 
It is estmated that 10,000 people were in the 
city to hear Gov. Altgeld. The morning 
weather was discouraging, and in addition 
the town was depleted df 1,000, who went 
on an excursion train to the Tanner meeting 


at Champaign. : | 

‘Cavalcades and long processions bearing 
flags and banners came from Kenny, Wa- 
pella, Waynesville, Wilson Township, Harp 
Township, Lanes, Weldon, Texas, besides 
large numbers on the railway from Deland, 
Farmer City, Bloomington, Champaign, Mt. 
Pulaski, and other towns. The parade Is 
regarded as the longest that ever entered 
the city. The Weldon and Lane processions 
were one mile and a half in length. 

The Governor came at noon and rode at 
the head of the great serpentine -march, 
while the great masses cheered and yelled 
until they were hoarse. 

The committee prepares. to seat 3,000 pee. 
ple, but beside these fully as many stood 
up and heard the Governor speak for two 
hours at the baseball park. Flowers and 
bunting adorned the stand, and the Bryan 
clubs, headed by the Tuscaroras ciub, an 
old Democratic organization, escorted the 
Governor to the audience. 

He did not depart much from his fermer 
speeches. He began by assailing govern- 
ment by injunction, and thought there was 
algo a great question whether government 
should be used to forward private ends in 
this country or be adminstered in the in- 
terest of the péople; whether wealth should 
be made to carry its proportion of the bur- 
dens or not; whether a British policy which 
makes money dear and products cheap 
should be fostered and continued. He bit- 
terly arraigned the parties who had en- 

ineered the bond sale to the Morgan syn- 

icate, which, he said, profited them nearly 
$10,000,000, and the adoption of the policy 
which thus created a foreign interest-bear- 
ing gold debt and the policy which forced 
the debt-payers to work two days in order 
to earn money to pay what one day's work 
would a few years since, 

He said the gold policy had been forced 
upon the Nation and that all suffered alike. 
Labor found its beginning of distress under 
Harrison’s administration in the riots that 
came at Homestead and other places. A 
dear money, he said, reduces wages and 
lowers the price of products. The world 
had used both metals and freely as monéy 
until the money power had begun the work 
of dethroning one of them to render the 
other dear. e quoted. Bismarck and also 
quoted Maj. McKinley against Cleveland's 
contraction policy. 

The Governor's audience was a mixed one. 
There was a grand parade of torchlights to- 
night and other speeches. 

Decatur, Ill., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—The free 
silver Democrats were addressed tonight by 
Gov. Altgeld and C. 8. Darrow. There was 
a very creditable torchlight parade with 
Springfield largely in evidence. Mr. Altgeld 
spoke at length on State affairs and the coin- 
age question.

COLUMBUS CLUB CELEBRATES THE 
GREAT ANNIVERSARY. 


One Hundred Members and Guests En- 
joy a Banquet and Sparkling Post- 
prandial Addresses—The Rev. Fa- 
ther Lambert, in Place of Archbish- 
op Fechan, Lauds the Pope—H. M. 
Shepard, Washington Hesing, and 
L. J. Gage Speak. 


“ Landing day ” was celebrated last night 
by the Columbus club with an annual ban- 
quet, the fifth in the history of the organ- 
ization. 

More than 100 members and invited guests 
sat down to an elaborate dinner at 7 o’clock 
and afterwards listened to addresses ap- 
propriate to the occasion.

Father Lambert Speaks for Feehan. 

Edward Osgood Brown was toastmaster. 
The first speaker was the Rev. A. A. Lam- 
bert, S. J., who replied to the toast, “ The 
Holy Father, Leo XIII." He would 
much preferred to have given place, he said, 
to the man originally selected to speak on 
the subject to which he had fallen heir—the 
Archbishop—a man fit himself to ascend the 
Papal throne; for a man who could rule the 
Diocese of Chicago could rule the world. 
He was proud of the honor of saying some- 
thing of the greatest man who ever graced 
the Papal throne. There was no dynasty 
or succession of rulers as true to their duty 
as the illustrious lines of the Popes. Leo 
XIII., he said, had to deal with the world 
and rule it, and never yet had uttered an un- 
kind word of any one. He was the universal 
father of the faith. Everybody found in 
him a man advanced in all the theories. 
He was the first to befriend, the first to 
teach the truth. He was kind, but firm. 
He had personally sifted the claims of the 
various denominations. In his governmeit 
he really was a republican. He respected 
the opinions of all the episcopate. To the 
non-Catholic world he had nothing but words 
of love. 

The Pope, the speaker said, was proud 
of the existence of the Columbus club, 
which had a warm place in his heart. 

Father Melody’s Toast Response. 


“ Columbus—His Belief in His Divine In- 
spiration’’. was responded to by the Rev. 
John W. Melody. ‘The world opened by 
Columbus, and the ways he blazed for suf- 
fering humanity, the speaker said, were sug- 
gestive. Burke, in speaking of the discovery 
of America, once told the British House of 
Commons there was a new revolution, ina 
new: state, among a new species, in a new 
part of the globe; a revolution not for the 
extension of geographical bounds, not by 
the wiping out of human confines, but by 
raising them to human fraternity. 

‘‘ We of the new world,” said the speaker, 
‘are practical. The din of factories and the 
unceasing whirl of the wheels of industry 
denote it. Our genius finds its best expres- 
sion in the hearts of men, which expand 
themselves, not in building Parthenons, but 
in growing nearer to God. 

‘‘In this new world barriers to man’s 
emancipation were burned away in emanci- 
pation’s fires. The people of the new world 
are their own .surest self-protection. To 
them socialism has become a noisome exotic 
and there is no necessity for an army to 
kill the black vampires of acammune. The 
old idea of the brotherheod of man is be- 
coming less an abstraction and more a liv- 
ing, vital force. We see it in our university 
extensions and the improved relations be- 
tween capital and labor, although the last 
question, which had become the first one 
of the times, would not be easily settled, for 
man’s wants grow faster than his comforts. 

‘‘Four hundred and four years ago today 
Columbus first set foot on this land. Through 
the mists of years, as we look back, we 
seem to catch a better idea of the hand 
whieh guided him, He taught the masters 
of his time as only a seer could.” ~ 

Henry M. Shepard’s Response. 

Judge Henry M. Shepard’s topic was 
“Fifty Years. of Woman in the Modern 
World.”” Her condition, he said, must de- 
pend on the circumstances under which it 
is worked out. She was not made to remain 
stationary while everything about her was 
moving onward. He did not imagine there 
was mach difference between the woman of 
fifty years ago and the woman of today. 
The sanctified experiences of woman since 
her existence would never lead her far from 
the inherent love of a home life. 

The forces of steam and electricity were not 
more restless than the spirit which pervades 


“everybody of today, and woman was not ex- 


empt from the influence. She was impelled 
forward and could no more resist than an 
engine can be unresponsive to the influence 
of the steam applied toit. Fifty years ago 
woman was not any more or less than she 
was today; the conditions only have changed. 
The modern woman, without being exactly 
definable, was rather in the order of a new 
creation. Men might like it or not, but she 
had unquestionably come to stay. She had 
been ‘thrust into the place she occupies, and 
nobody can say she does not fill it well. 


Hesing Responds to a Toast. 


Washington Hesing responded to the 
toast, “‘Catholics and Popular Govern- 
ment.’”’ The subject, he said, covered a field 
of infinite magnitude and one which in its 
practical sense was comparatively un- 
worked. Eminent position imposed eminent 
responsibility. It was, therefore, clear that 
Catholics in their individual capacity had 
a tremendous burden of responsibility to 
bear in living up to the great fact of history. 

Politicians, he said, were not as yef angels, 
and the outlook for their possessing etheral 
adjuncts in the shape of wings and tender 
consciences was not the most promising. 
However, politicians, the speaker said, prob- 


ably were the worstabused men in the world. | 


The so-called good citizens, those who liked 
to be known as the eminently respectable 
class, were to blame largely for the faults of 
the politician, for they had not allowed the 
idea to take root that ordinary mortality 
had anything to do with politieal transac- 
tions. 
Active for Civil Reformation. 


The Nation, Mr. Hesing said; needed a 
union of its moral element in combating 
the forces of civil immorality. Catholics 
owed it to themselves and to their religion 
to take an active part in the battle for civil 
reformation. The fruits of religious teach- 
ing were found in practice, and when the 
fruits were wanting, the teachings in some 
way must be defective. That the teaching 
had been defective, he did not believe. ‘That 
it was not more in evidence was due probably 
to the fact that Catholics asa class had been 
busy in every line of human industry, and 
had not had time to deyote themselves to the 
larger questions of human interests. 

Popular government, the speaker said, 
should interest the Catholic more than any 
class of the community. Popular govern- 
ment, he thought, should command his best 
thought. He should contribute to it regu- 
larly and religiously a good percentage of 
his best energy and of hissparetime. The 
Catholic in this country could do much to 
elevate popular government, to make it 
command the respect not only of the classes 
but of the masses. From earliest childhood 
the Catholic was taught to obey and revere. 
Popular government meant obedience on the 
part of its subjects and reverence on the 

of those who participated in its bene- 
ficent teachings. Catholics and popular 
government should be mutually dependent 
one upon the other. As the Catholic was a 
dutiful worshiper at the altar of his church. 
so should he always bea dutiful worshiper 
at the altar of his country.

JAPANESE YALOR IS UNDER A CLOUD. 


Charges of Cowardice Made Against 
the Mikado’s Army—Court-Mar- 
tial to Meet at Formosa. 


Yokohama, Sept. 12.—[Correspondence of 
New York §Sun.|—During the war between 
China and Japan it was the boast of the 
Japanese that none of their troops ever 
showed the white feather in the face of the 
enemy. Some of the European military ex- 
perts who watched the advance of the Jap- 
anese in Corea and Manchuria declared that 
no effective resistance was ever offered by 
the Chinese, and the entire campaign was 
little more than a military reconnaissance. 
The Chinese never showed fight unless 
penned up in a corner from which escape was 
impossible. When there was an opportuaity 
to turn tail and run they invariably iled. 
What gives ground for this opinion is that, 
though the Japanese leaders knew they 
vould meet no effective resistance, they 
failed to push on rapidly, as European com- 
manders would have been certain to do. 

The leaders certainly took things very 
leisurely, sometimes wasting a fortnight 
waiting for supplies and ammunition that 
were not needed. Any European army in 
the time spent in the Manchurian campuign 
would have reached Pekin and dictated terms 
at the seat of the government. 

These dilatory tactics led critics to say 
that the Japanese army would not have 
made so brilliant a record tn the war with 
China had it been faced by the Black Flags 
of Tonquin, or the Afghans, or the Ghoorkas. 
They went as far as to say that many of the 
Japanese troops would be found destitute of 
real valor if they met an enemy of warlike 
spirit. They called attention to the fact 
that the Japanese have never met in modern 
war any real fighting race. 

Point is given to these criticisms by the 
reports in the native Japanese papers of 
court maftials summoned in Formosa to try 
Japanese troops for cowardice in action, It 
seems that Capt. Ishiguka of the Osaka 
army division is one of the culprits who is 
to be tried for cowardice. He occupied the 
town of Unrin with a company of Oraka 
troops. The strength of the company was 
120. The place was attacked by a large 
force of savages, and the company, with its 
officers, retired, abandoning the town, Al- 
most the same procedure was seen in the 
towns of Kagi and Daiborin: 

It is also declared that the cowardice of 
these troops. was the cause of the suicide of- 
Lieut. Nakane on the Talheicho Hill. Na-’' 
kane was ordered to reconnoiter the hill, 
which was believed to be held hy a large 
body of the savages. His force was driven 
back, and in retreating it penetrated a 
valley which was surrounded on all sides 
by the rebels. Nakane naturally called upon 
his men to close up and fight their way out, 
but the heavy fire of the rebels demoral- 
ized them, and when the Lieutenant com- 
manded them to fix bayonets and charge 
they threw themselves flat on the ground 


‘and tried to seek shelter from the storm of 


bullets. Nakane made a solemn appeai to 
his men to rally and follow him,-buit they be- 
gan to back and run for cover in the woods. 
Then the Lieutenant, after cursing them 
and calling them cowards and disnonorable 


‘dogs, drew his pistol and shot himself 


through the head. 

The apologists for these incidents say 
that the Japanese War Department showed 
bad judgment in sending the Osaka troops 
to Formosa. Osaka is the great central 
province of Japan, and its people have al- 
ways beén devoted to commercial pur- 
suits. The result of the court-martials will 
be awaitedywith interest, as it will determine 
whéther the world’s estimate of the valor 
of. Japanese troops must be revised. 


LOAN AND TRUST COMPANY SUSPENDS. 


Reserve Is 5 Per Cent Below the 
Legal Requirement and a Re- 
ceiver Is Asked For.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 12.—[{Special.]—The 
Union Loan and Trust company did not open 
for business this morning. This is the com- 
pany for which the Savings Bank Commis- 
sioners petitioned the court for a receiver, 
claiming its reserve is 5 per cent below the 
legal requirements. President Clark an- 
nounces that the company is all right, and 
that the closing of the office was not néces- 
Sary except as a matter of precaution and to 
prevent a run on the bank. According to 
Mr. Clark, at a meeting of the directors and 
stockholders, held on Sunday, more than 
$10,000 required to incréase the reserve to the 
necessary 15 per cent of the total deposits 
was raised. It was deemed wise, however, 
in order to prevent the immediate with- 


‘drawal of this sum by a run of the deposit- 


ors, to suspend business until an agreement 
with the depositors could be reached by 
which they would consent not to makea run. 
The company will then be ready to resum 
business.

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 12.—[{Special.J—The 
young man who was arrested at Lake Mills, 
Ia., and confessed that he and his brother 
committed the double murder and bank 
robbery at Sherburne, Minn.,.was today 
taken to the Fairmont, Minn., jail. That is 
a crazy, insecure, old concern, and the in- 
tention was to place the prisoner in the 
new jail at Blue Earth City, in another 
county, but the feeling at Sherburne is re- 
ported dying out and it was considered safe 
to put the accused in the jail at Fairmont, 
which is the seat of Martin County, in which 
the crime was committed. 

While en route for Fairmont today the 
priséner made a second confession and ad- 
mitted his part in setting a barn on fire and 
attempting te rob a bank during the ex- 
citement of the burning at Heron Lake, 
Minn., a week ago. He also said that he 
and the man killed at Elmore robbed the 
hardware store of revolvers and bicycles, as 
well as the bank at Sherburne. 

He said the other party was his brother, 
and said the other did the shooting in the 
bank. It is developed that the plan of the 
two was to meet in Albert Lea on Oct. Ib, 
where they were to divide the money and 
plan another robbery. 

A large’ crowd was at the Albert Lea sta- 
tion to see the murderer leave, but many 
were surprised to see a young and green- 
looking country boy. The story that the

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND'S LETTER. 
n reply to a request from twenty-seven 


of the most prominent business-men of 
Minnesota Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul 


has communicated his views of the present 


political crisis in the form of a letter which 
is one of the most memorable documents of 
the present campaign. It has a two-fold 
significance; first, as coming fronfan Amer- 
ican citizen whose patriotism and public 
spirit have been manifested more than once 
and who has kept himself abreast of every 
movement that makes for the national 


well-being; and second, as coming from one. 


of the highest, ablest, and most scholarly 
prelates in the Roman Catholic Church of 
the United States. He has given out this 
letter as a private citizen, but his distin- 
guished position in the church lends an 
added solemnity and significance to what 
he has to say. | 

First and foremost, Atchbishop Ireland 
leaves no question where he stands polit- 
ically in this campaign: “I stand by the 
platform and the Presidential candidate 
of the Republican convention at St. Louis. 
I am opposed to the platform and the Presi- 
dential candidate of the Democratic con- 
vention at Chicago.” With this declara- 
tion for a basis the Archbishop proceeds to 


explain the grounds for the faith that isin . 


him and he does it cogently, incisively, 
plainly, and eloquently. 

The independent coinage of free silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, dangerous as it is to 
the Nation, is in his estimation one of the 
least of the evils contained in the Chicago 
platform. He believes the movement, 
which had its inception in the Chicago con- 
vention, is in its logical effect secession.

He denounces it for threatening 
the integrity of the courts. ‘“* The palladium 
of American liberties,” says the Archbishop, 
“is the Supreme Court at Washington, the 
counterpart of which in majesty and in 
power to enforce absolute justice does not 
exist among the nations of christendom.” 

And now a convention speaks of the Supreme. 
Court ‘‘ as it may be hereafter constituted,’’ in- 
timating unmistakably the intention, if the party 
represented in that convention comes to power, 
so to constitute the courts, by the popular election 
of the Judges, by the shortening of their term of 
office or otherwise, as to make it insensible to the 
stern voice of the law and responsive to the passing 
whims of political parties.

If the election in November results in as 
great a victory for sound money as now 
scems probable, when it is over and the 
danger of Bryanism and repudiation is re- 
nfeved there will follow a marked and de- 
cisive revival of business.

IMPAIRING LIFE INSURANCE VALUES, 


Disastrous Effects of Free Silver on 
Beneficiaries of Life Insurance. 

New York World: Mr. John A. McCall, 
che President of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, contributes a paper to the 
October nunrber of the Forum ou “ Free 
Coinage and Life Insurance Companies.’’ 
The paper was called forth by one of those 
filppant, unsubstantial statements in which 
Mr. Bryan has been accustomed to indulge 


| in his attacks on the upholders of sound 


money. In his speech of acceptance on Aug. 
12 Mr. Bryan said: 

‘Our opponents have made a special ap- 
peal to those who hold fire and life insurance 
policies, but these policy-holders know that 
since the total premiums received exceed 
the total losses paid a rising standard must 
be of more benefit to the companies than to 
the policy-holders.”’ 

Mr. Bryan is evidently ignorant of the 
scope and organization of life irseurance 
companies when he supposes that the large 
accumulations for the payment of claims are 
a source of profit to some mythical “ com- 
pany ” which he regards as the owner of such 
an institution. Mr. McCall corrects the er- 
ror by showing that such organizations be- 
long to the people insured—to the policy- 
owners themselves—and that the officials 
who manage the business are simply the 
agents chosen by the policy-holders for that 
purpose, while the State stands behind with 
stringent laws to take care that the trust is 
faithfully fulfilled. 

Only nineteen companies out of 179 doing 
business in this State have any capital stock 
at all. The owners of stock received in 1895 
for dividends in round numbers $741,000, 
while in the same year the dividend= paid to 
policy-holders reached over $25,000,000. This 
shows of how much greater importance the 
sound money question. must be to the 10,- 
400,000 policy-holders who are members of 
these associations than to the 1,200 individ- 
val stockholders. 

The figures quoted by Mr. McCall show 
how vast is the interest of the policy-holders 
in sound money. The reports to the Insur- 
ance Department on Dec. 31, 1895, show that 
thirty-five regular companies dojng business 
in this State had assets of over $1,100,400,- 
000, held in trust for more than 8,500,000 liv- 
ing policy-holders, with dependent. benefi- 
cilaries increasing the number to at least 
25,000,000, This was independent of 1,600,- 
800 insured members of assessment and fra- 
ternal insurance associations doing business 
in the State. The payments to al! policy- 
holders during 1895 amounted to over $165,- 


000,000. 

Of the policies now in force Mr. McCall 
Says’ ‘“‘ Ninety-three per cent at least have 
been paid for in dollars worth 100 cents the 
world over, and the investments from such 
payments have been made with the same 
kind of dollars.’’ This percentage is calcu- 
lated on the statistics showing the increase

Bryan’s Idea of Dollars.

A Word to Farmer Friends, 

Hartford, Conn., Oct. 5.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.J—I was brought up on a farm and 
know that farmers have cause to be dissatis- 
fied with present conditions. We have long- 
er hours of labor than other trades, wages 
are much higher than before ’73, and prices 
are too low for profits. The question is, 
What is the remedy? Four years ago we 
were promised that free trade was the reme- 
dy. for all our ills. They gave us the Wilson 
bill, and the result has been nearly to destroy 
one of our great industries and seriously 
cripple several others. Now the free trade 
issue has dropped out of sight, and in its 
place they take up free coinage at 16 tol, re- 
construction or destruction of the Supreme 
Court, and that the United States. army 
shall not be used to protect life or property 
from the mob. 

The first means repudiation, the second 
lawlessness, andthethird anarchy. The bait 
held out to the farmer is cheap money to 
pay debts and wages, with higher prices for 
farm products. Poor money has always 
been dear money, as those who lived in 
stumptail days in Illinois well know, when 
interest was from 10 to 20 per cent per annum, 
and today the Government of the United 
States can borrow at 3 per cent or less for a 
gold bond, but pays a higher rate for one 
payable in coin. With free coinage foreign, 
capital would be withdrawn and interest 
rates would be much higher than they are 
now. In the silver States interest is much 
higher than in Illinois. As to higher prices, 
while some things exported might advance 
in price nine-tenths of all we raise is con- 
sumed in this country, and all imported 
goods, coffee, tea, sugar, ete., would be 
double in:price, and the balance of profit 
would be on the wrong side. 

By the time Maj. McKinley’s term ex- 
pires, at the present rate of production, near- 
ly $1,000,000,000 in gold will be added to the 
world’s store of money of ultimate redémp- 
tion, and this vast sum will seek a safe in- 
vestment. The great bulk of commercial 
transactions is made by checks or bills of 
exchange and the coin settles balances. 
Capital is like the turtle, who, when danger 
threatens, draws in his feet and head and 
shuts himself up in his shell. But when 
his confidence is restored he looks around, 
pushes out his feet, and moves slowly and 
surely forward. While there is no doubt of 
the election of Maj. McKinley we should 
make the majority so decisive as to show 
the world that the people of this country 
are irrevocably in favor of sound money, 
maintaining law, and good government, and 
then the capital of the world will flow in, new 
enterprises start, interest rates be lower 
than ever before known, and an era of pros- 
perity begin that will be shared alike by 
merchant, mechanic,

| PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL | 


FIELD MUSEUM AND GENERAL ELEC- 
TRIC FRANCHISES CONSIDERED. 


Ordinance Fixing Location of the For- 
mer and Providing for an Exposi- 
tion Site Received and Referred— 


Measure Permitting Track Laying 


in Various South Side Streets by the 
Latter Company Sent to a Commit- 
tee—Other Business Transacted. 


Here, briefly stated, is what the Council 
did last evening: 

Referred to the Committee on Wharves 
and Public Grounds an ordinance fixing the 
location of the Field Columbian Museum in 
the Lake-Front Park, and granting a site 
for an exposition. . 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South an ordinance granting fran- 


_chises to the General Electric railway com- 


pany to construct tracks in, additional 
streets in the South Division. 

Referred to the’ Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South a communication from the 
Marble Cutters’ and Marble Setters’ Union 
relative to work in the Public Library 


Building. 

Referred to the Corporation Counsel a res- 
olution relative to rebates of tax assess- 
ments for the Indiana avenue pumping sta- 


tion and sewer. oes 

Passed an order directing the Controller 
to report to the Council an alphabetical 
list of rebates on special assessments due 


and unpaid. 


An ordinance fixing the location of the 
Field Columbian Museum in Lake-Front 
Park, which meets the approval of the 
South Park Commissioners, was presented 
in the Council last evening by Ald. Camp- 
bell ant after reading was referred to the 
Committee on Wharves and Public Grounds. 

The site specified is 1,300 feet long and 900 
feet wide, extending 650 feet north end south 
of the line of Congress street extended east, 
and with its west line 225 feet east of the 
right of way of the Illinois Central, the en- 
tire tract lying within the present boundsof 
Lake Michigan. The museum is given the 
right to take possession of the tract con- 
veyed and begin the construction of build- 
ings at any time it may desire. 

For an Exposition. 

Another section of the new ordinance pro- 
vides the south 550 feet of the park lying east 
of the Illinois Central right of way, reaching 
on the south to the north line of Park Row, 
extended, shall be perpetually dedicated to 
the use and purpose of affording a site for 
a permanent exposition building or build- 
ings and grounds for the same. 

The Mayor, the Controller, and the Chair- 
man of the Finance commitiee, or a ma- 
jority of them in case of disagroement, are 
given the right of granting the privilege of 
making such use of this ground as ts specl- 
fied. To such corporation or company as may 
hereafter apply for such privileges, upon 
such terms and conditions and subject to 
suth compensation and restrictions as may 
be agreed upon; but no such grant shall be 
made except for the purpose of the erection 
of a large, handsome, commodious, and per- 
manent structure or structures to be used 
for exposition purposes. It is further pro- 
vided that the public shall at all times have 
free and reasonable access to said exposi- 
tion grounds over and through said park.” 


From President Ellaworth. 


A communication from President Ells- 
worth of the South Park Commission, which 
was referred to the Committee on Wharves 
and Public Grounds, suggested that the 
whole subject matter of the ordinance, 
passed prior to the summer vacation of the 
Council, authorizing the Commissioners to 
accept and take control of a portion of the 
Lake-Front Park, be referred to a proper 
committee of the Council, for the purpose of 
consultation with the South Park Commis- 
sioners, and with power in such committee. 
to prepare and report back to the Council 
a proper amendatory ordinance, which shall 
obviate difficulties, and which shall cover 
such other matters as ‘may be presented. 
“If then such amendatory ordinance can be 
passed by your honorable body, and accept- 
ed by the South Park Commissioners, there 
may grow out of it a great park upon the 
Lake-Front, connected by direct boulevards 
with all the other parks and parts of the 
city,”’ was the conclusion of the communi- 
cation. 

General Electric Asks Franchises. 


An ordinance granting to the General Elec- 
tric railway company franchises to lay tracks 
‘and conduct street railways in certain streets 
in the South Division was presented by Ald. 
Mowrer and referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South before any one 
knew what was happening. Then some one 
called for a reading of the ordinance, and 
immediately there was trouble afoot between 
the members of the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South and the special Committee 
on Track Elevation. 

Ald. O’Neill, Chairman of the latter com- 
mittee, moved a reconsideration of the vote 
referring the ordinance to the other commit- 
tee. He said the measure would interfere 
with the plans of track elcvation unaer con- 
templation. ‘ 

Ald. Harlan objected to the clause of the 
ordinance giving the company the right to 
cross railroad and street car tracks already 
existing at grade, through tunnels or via- 
ducts as the company should elect. 

On roll-call the niotion to reconsider was 
lost by a vote of 44 to 16. 


Specification of Routes. 


The clause in the ordinance describing the 
route of the lines for which the franchises 
are asked, and specifying the mode of mak- 
ing crossings, is as follows: 

‘*‘Reginning at Twenty-third street and 
Wabash avenue and running west on 
Twenty-third street to Canal street; thence 
rorth from Twenty-third street along Canal 
street to T'wenty-second. Also beginning 
on Princeton avenue at Twenty-third and 
running south on Princeton avenue to Twen- 
ty-fourth street; thence wést from Princeton 
‘avenue on Twenty-fourth street to Butler 
street: thence south from Twenty-fourth 
‘street on Butler street to Twenty-eighth 
street, thence west from Butler street on 
Twenty-eighth street to Union avenue; 
thence south from Twenty-eighth street on 
Union avenue to Forty-third street. Also 
from Halsted street on Forty-third street 
to Princeton avenue. Also beginning at 
‘Wabash avenue and Forty-seventh and 
running east over and along Fifty-seventh 
street to South Park avenue, with right to 
connect the same with other street railway 
tracks and loops now or hereafter owned or 
operated by or in connection with said com- 
pany. The road to be operated by an under- 
ground cable or underground conduit elec- 
tric system. Wherever the lines of said 
company shall cross. or intersect the line of 
a steam road said General Electric company 
may cross such lines at grade or may con- 
struct subways or. tunnels under steam 
lines or may build viaducts, as the company 
may see fit, the tunnels or viaducts to be 
used exclusively by. said street railway.”

Cash Account Is G@rowtaa Rapidly. 

' The increase in traffic on the Alley “LL” 
may be credited to the return of coo) weather. 
So long as the weather is warm the traffic 
always deserts the elevated railroads for the 
surface lines. In the natural courss of traf- 
fic the average of the Alley “L” should 
grow each month from now until the middlé 
of the winter. During the winter months of 
last year the traffic on the Alley “L”’ 
amounted to about 40,000 passengers a day. 
With cach increase in the passenger traffic 
there is a corresponding decrease in the per- 
centage in operating expenses. 
company but little more to carry 40,000 pas- 
sengers a day than it does to carry 27,000 
passeugers. The cash now in the possession 
of the receiver is likely to show a considera- 
ble further increase before the sale of the 
road is formally confirmed and the property 
passes into the Lands of the two committees 
representing bondholders which purchased 
the road at auction. 

As is shown in the report of the receiver 
there is now on hand $238,470, which with the 
$106,000 in the possession of the Northern 
Trust company, will give the company an 
available cash account of $844,000, not count- 


ing the net earnings to be credited to the 


company between the time of the making of 
this report and the confirming of the mas- 
ter’s sale. This money may be used for the 
purpose of putting the road into a position 
where its earnings will be increased. It is 
not sufficient in amount to pay for the chang- 
ing of the. motive power of the line from 
steam to electricity, but it would be more 
than ample for the building of a connection 
with the loop. Under the terms of the loop 
ordinance the Alley “L”™ is allowed two 
years in which to discard steam. For two 
years therefore from the completion of the 
loop the Alley “‘ L.” will be permitted to run 
its trains around the loop by steam. This 
gives plenty of time for the question of 
change in motive power to be worked out. 
There seems to be a disposition on the part 
of the bondholders to take the matter of re- 
organization out of the hands of stockholders 


and to reorganize without any intervention | 


on their part. The two years which the Alley 
“Tr” has to make a ¢hange from steam to 
electricity in its motive power wili go far 
toward enabling the company to pay the cost 
of improvements from its own treasury. The 
company can borrow enough money to make 
up any deficiency, and no troubie will be ex- 
perienced in making the change from steam 
to electricity without an assessment upon the 
old stockholders or the issue of any new 
‘stock or bonds. 
Committee's Report Is Delayed. 


There was to have been a report yesterday 
of the special committee of the Stock Ex- 
change having the Moore settlements in 
charge, to be followed by a meeting with the 
brokers interested. A meeting of the com- 
mittee wae held, but the brokers were not 
called into consultation. The committee is 
not yet ready to report, though it is said it 
has done all or about all it will be possible to 
do. As the matter now stands there is 
pledged from the members of the pool in the 
neighborhood of $100,000, which can be se- 
cured at any time it may be desired. Another 
member of the pool offers to give $40,000 pr’o- 
viding his own claims under the proposed 
settlement shall be paid entirely in cash in- 
stead of partly in cash, and partly in notes 
of the Moore brothers.

The Uni- 
versal franchise covers more than any ‘other char- 
ter, and when the consolidation comes this charter 
will probably be used. The Ogden company has 
not been particularly succ essful. Some Chicago 
operators have a story that the big cash surplus 
of the Chicago gas companies will be used in pur- 
chasing the control of the independent companies.

ARREST OF “ PHIL” KNOPF 


POPOCRATS CHARGE COUNTY CLERK 
WITH MALFEASANCE. 
Paes oF 2 


Allege That He Signed Minors’ Final 
*Certificates of Naturalization Be- 
fore an Order for Them Had Issued 
from Courts—Prisoner Justifies His 
Actions and Says Person Who Took 
the Papers Committed Larceny and 
Will Likelw Be Prosecuted. 


County Clerk Philip Knopf was arrested 
yesterday on a warrant sworn out by offi- 
clals at the Popocratic county headquarters 
on the charge of malfeasance in office in con- 
nection with signing final naturalization 
papers before an order for them had issued 
from court. 
Popocrats professed to believe that a grave 
error had been committed by “Mr. Knopf 
which, might subject him to serious conse- 
quences. The County Clerk himself, Coun- 
ty Attorney Iles, and Republicans generally 
characterized the charge as an attack for 
campaign purposes only and not worth a 
second’s consideration. 

The alleged malfeasance involves only 
preparation of minors’ final certificates of 
naturalization ready for adding the names 
of the newly made voters when the court 
shall have’passed upon them, and there is 
no charge that fraudulently filling in the 
names of applicants has been practiced. 


Kuopf Justifies His Actions. 

Mr. Knopf admits it has been his practice 
to make out these papers in that way for 
the rush of the naturalization court, but 
says no one has a right to hold such papers 
but himself. That a batch of these certifi- 
cates came’into the possession of outsiders, 
he says, was accidental and may cause 
trouble for thase who hold them without 
warrant. 

Thomas Gahan, Secretary Burke, and 
Morris Cohen, head ef the Popocratiec 
Naturalization Bureau, who brought about 
the arrest, say they have about thirty such 
papers and are ready to answer for taking 
possession of them. 

Morris Cohen, with Mr. Gahan, went be- 
fore Judge Payne of the Superior Court 
yesterday morning with a complaint against 
the County Court Clerk. Bx-Judge Prentiss, 
Maher, and Gilbert, and Duncan and Gilbert 
were present as their counsel. 

Mr. Cohen's -affidavit set forth that Mr. 
Knopf, on Oct. 8, had “ signed and sealed 
2,000 minors’ final nAaturalization papers 
without first having the order of any com- 
petent court.”” The affidavit construed this 
charge as malfeasance in office and prayed 
that a warrant should be issued for the 
Official’s immediate arrest. The court 
signed the warrant sitting as an examining 
magistrate. 

Answers the Warrant at Once. 

Mr. Knopf received prompt service through 
the Sheriff's office and within ten minutes 
cameintocourt. When other county officials 
got wind of the arrest and filed into court 
as spectators the room became crowded. 
Mr. Knopf walked in alone. 

** You are charged with fraudulent nat- 
uralization,” said Judge Payne, which was 
not altogether accurate, as the affidavit had 
only been glanced over when the warant was 
issued. ‘*‘ You may get the details by look- 
ing over this affidavit.’’ 

‘*I shall certainly plead not guilty to that 
charge,”’ said Mr. Knopf, *“* but I would like 
to have the case carried.over to allow me 
time to talk with my attorney.”’ 

The -prosecution said there would be no 
objection to a continuance if it were set for 
the next day. 

‘Then set the case for 9:30 o’clock tomor- 
row,” said the court. His clerk was instruct- 
ed to take Mr. Knopf’s recognizance in the 
sum of $1,000 for his appearance. A sum- 
mons was prepared for Judge Dunne, John 
J. Ryan, the labor leader, and Robert E. 
Burke as witnesses in the case. 

Morris Cohen’s Story. 

Morris Cohen says he knows minors’ cer- 
tificates have been prepared in quantities 
up to 2,000, and he claims to hold about 
thirty-five of them, which he captured in 
the County Commissioners’ room, which is 
used as a court of naturalization. 

“IT noticed a stack of papers upon the 
radiator on Oct. 8 shortly before noon.”’ 
said Mr. Cohen, “‘ while Judge Dunne was 
in possession of the room holding a court of 
naturalization. Upon examination I found 
them to be minors’ final certificates, all 
signed and stamped with the County Court 
seal, with the exception, probably, of forty,. 


|.and the pile contained at least 2,000 in all. 


I first looked them over and then called upon 
Judge Dunne and one or two others to ex- 
amine them. Then I took a handful for 
use ‘in proving the charge that they were be- 
ing illegally signed, and if Mr. Knopf thinks 
I am Hable for this hé knows how to secure 
my arrest and settle that point.” 


Knopf’s Side of the Case. 


Mr. Knopf says it has been the custom of 
his predecessors all along to make out the 
blanks in bulk for ready use before appli- 
cants for naturalization were actually turned 
over by the court to be presented with copies. 

“ This whole matter is the result of care- 
lessness on the part of some of my clerks,” 
he said, ‘‘and they cannot possibly make it 
out a case of malfeasance. The person who 
took the papers went into a private court- 
room for them and therefore is guilty of 
larceny and will likely be prosecuted for it. 
But there cannot be 2,000 of them in exist- 
er.ce, for I never sign more than a hundred 
or so at.one time. 

** We were naturalizing men in the County. 
Commissioners’ office one night last week, 
and, of course, the seal being in the court- 
room across the hall, we affixed the seal and 
signature there and carried the blanks thus 
prepared into the naturalization room. It 
has been the custom to date these papers 
on the night they are to be used, and if any 
are left over to destroy them. It was, there- 
fore, an accident if any were left in the 
court-room, but they were as much the pri- 
Vate property of my office as any court rec- 
crds. If there was any crime connected 
with the case it would be the stealing of 
these papers or putting in the names of in- 
eligible men as legalized voters.”’ 


Opinion of Attorneys, 


The County Clerk did not look at all wor- 
ried over the matter. In the afternoon 
County Attorney Iles; who is Mr. Knopf’s 
personal counsel, and Charles S. Dineen 
“talked the case over in Mr. Knopf’s office. 
After examining the papers the attorneys 
concluded there was nothing to it. 

‘‘Mr. Knopf has the right to make out 
these papers in any way most convenient 
to his office,”’ said Mr. Iles, ‘‘ so long as they 
are not issued to people who might use them 
to violate the election law. Coming into 
possession of the papers illegally, it seems to 
me, is the real offense. Without the candi- 
date being constituted a legal voter by the 
court, and then having his name {inscribed 
upon one of these certificates, it is no more 
a certificate than if it were brown pa- 
per. Mr. Knopf has committed no more 
of an offense by this plan than if he had 


_ Signed his name and affixed his seal to the 


Declaration of Independence.’’
